H. A. Ognroy, commissioner for pay- 
snent of Indian treaty money in the 


Atbsbasea district, returned from 
his annual summer tgur on Sunday 
last. He was accompanied by Dr. 
West, medical attendant and E. M. 


Young, clerk of the party, had a most 
successful trip threughout. Mr. Con- 
rey left Edmonton for Athabasca 
Landing on May Ist and reached of 
Lesser Slave Lake post on May 17th. 
where he was jeimed by Dr. * West. 
Mr. Conroy bad arranged for pack 
horses to meet his party at the foot 
of, the lake, but the ice had Zone out 
much earlier than usual and they 
were able to sail the whole length of 
the Inke. The lake had not been open 
s¢ early in the season for twenty five 
yeors. Generally i€ is ngt clear un- 
til June isi. On May 20th the 
party left Lesser Slave Lake ‘or 
Feace River Landing. The -yportage 
gi ninety wites occupied five days, al- 
theuch they had a four horse team 
and a load of not more than 700 
pounds in the wagon. The couniry 
aignz it is chiefiy timbered but the 
Boil is good and there are some fine 
prairie openings. One of these is 12 
miles acrgess. At Veace River Land- 
ing they toovk the Reman Catholic 
missign steamer St, Charles to Si. 
J@hn and made the 180 miles 
up stream in four days, arriving there 
oa the 4th of June. Al! the S&S. 
Jghn Indians do not take treaty, but 
these who do were all on hand iotake 
their money.

They and the Church of Eng- 
land missign have good gardens and 
the mission had a field of barley.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 
Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 

tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.--Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in whick the Jand is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the: pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per-

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
oribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

fhe term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 


ip. 

A settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings ret their accommodation, 
and have besides 30 ‘acres substan- 
fenced. 

avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for emtry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be-, 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do an. 

Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers’ in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as- 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respeeting the land, 
timber, coal and minera} laws, as well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the
